PAINTING UP A GOOD FRONT 


By WILLIAM J. HENNESSEY 


Some tips on how to choose colors and paint the outside of your house 


With today’s accent on color, it is hard to believe that only a 


few years ago sixty per cent of American houses, regardless of 
climate or location, were painted white. Of the remainder, twenty 
five per cent went in for a pale diet of ivory, cream or buff; only 
fifteen per cent of the country’s homeowners dared experiment 
with color! White is still the number-one favorite and this seems 
paradoxical, indeed, for a people who accept and often demand 
color in every other phase of daily living. 

Perhaps, for too long, we've regarded paint as something 
merely applied—a skin-deep expedient used solely as protective 
covering for the main structure of our houses. Color, therefore, 
played a secondary role. Then. too, many believed the old wives’ 
tale that tradition demanded white when, in truth, the earliest 
settlers smeared their crude dwellings with a high-smelling con- 
coction of red mineral pigment and fish oil. However, the basic 
avoidance of bright colors in the past was probably just a matter 
of dollars and cents. Old-time paints had a tendency to fade and 


chalk, defects that were especially noticeable in the deeper tones.

BULBS WILL LIGHT 
UP YOUR GARDEN 


|' you're the kind of gardener who likes to have 
something spectac ular to show for your efforts 

be they ever so slight—turn your attention to the 

bulb. As a group, bulbs and their kin—corms and 

tubers—produce larger, more impressive flowers 

with a greater degree of certainty than annuals; 

they can be counted on to behave in a way that 

makes the spare-minute gardener appear to have 

studied horticulture for a lifetime, practically 

guarantee even the rankest begin- 

ner that, come midsummer, 

his plot of earth will 

look like a real 


garden. 


The summer-flowering bulbs are commonly called 
“tender” or “half-hardy”—that is, although they 
may be left in the ground all winter in the south, 
they must, in climates where the temperatures drop 
more than a few degrees below 32°, be dug up in 
the fall and stored in a warmer place. Aside from 
this, tender bulbs, considering the dazzling displays 
they produce, require little but watering-and 
weeding care. Best of all—particularly for the he- 
ginning gardener—most of them can boast foliage 
that is attractive enough to keep a garden pretty 
during the weeks when planting miscalculations 
may have resulted in the absence of flowers. 

If you like white, consider first, the ismene 
sometimes called the Peruvian daffodil or spider- 
lily. Ismene, a member of the amaryllis family 
and no daffodil at all, comes as a large plump bulb 
which can be planted after the ground really warms 
up in late spring. (In the far south they may be left 
in the garden the year round.) Plant the bulbs

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Remember that no paint job can 
be successful if there is damp- 
ness in the air or on the walls 

Start at the top and work down, 
first dusting off the last stubborn 
dirt with a cloth, then applying 
your primer only on areas within 
easy reach. The paint should just 
hide the surface, be neither too 
thin nor too thick and all edges 
should be left uneven to minimize 
lap marks. Paint the undersides 
of siding or shingles first and fol 
low with fast long strokes on the 
surface of the wood in the direc- 
tion of its grain. It is sometimes 
wise to paint the trim as you go 
along and, if this is of another 
color. you'll need an extra paint 
pot hanging to your ladder. For 
windows you'll need a sash tool, 
a 14-inch brush especially made 
for the purpose.

When the undercoat is dry 
this may take from two days to 
a week, depending on the weath 
r—putty up nail holes and 
cracks with glazing compound, 
using a putty knife to smooth 
out the surface. The finishing 
paint is applied exactly like the 
primer Be sure that enough paint 
has been thoroughly mixed to 
cover an entire wall.

Pour any 
leftover paint back into the manu- 
facturer’s container, being sure 
to pour over it a quarter-inch of 
thinner if you don't plan to start 
again for quite a while.

Clear Night was played. This is 
one of a group of nine works for 
male chorus, recorded on a Vox 
LP by the Akademie Kammer 
chor, under the sensitive direc 
tion of Ferdinand Grossmann. It 
is not a controversial, modern 
work in an unfamiliar idiom, but 
rather a melodious work by a 
generally accepted composer. Yet, 
when the work was discussed 
there were violent opposed feel 
ings about it. Such varying tastes 
are to be expected in any group 
(test your own friends) and 
often, as with this work, where 
they are least expected 

Musical tastes (and biases, if 
you will) are formed over the 
years of listening. They should 
however, always be kept in the 
formative process. For this rea 
son, while listening to works we 
know intimately and like, we 
should also keep our ears open 
to music of all sorts 

In line with this conviction, I 
am devoting this month’s column 
to music of widely differing types. 
to music, I hope, as you like it 

The Chopin enthusiast can 
revel in the fact that all nineteen 
of that composer's Nocturnes 
have now been recorded by the 
pianist Artur Rubinstein, on two 
long playing records issued by 
Victor. Rubinstein is most at 
home in the romantic style of the 
“poet of the piano,” so that the 
listener is assured of authoritative 
performances, in spite of an oc- 
casional harsh tone quality from 
the upper register of the piano.

This is a rather “unusual” 
composition (to put it mildly) 
for thirty-five percussion instru- 
ments! It is beautifully recorded 
on an EMS long playing dise by 
the Juilliard Percussion Orchestra 
under Frederic Waldman, togeth- 
er with several other works by 
the same composer, for different 
combinations of percussion and 
wind instruments. The variety of 
rhythms and of instrumental 
sounds will be matched by the 
variety of your guest’s reactions. 

For those who have been re 
luctant to venture into the awe- 
some realm of chamber music (an 
unnecessarily forbidding name) 
may I suggest listening to Schu- 
bert’s very melodious Octet, Opus 
166. This is a halfway point be- 
tween chamber music and music 
for small orchestra, since it was 
omposed for string quartet, plus 
clarinet, bassoon, horn, and dou- 
ble bass.
